WASHINGTON, Dec, 4.— (U, P.)—On the theory that 


the country is in no dire need of legislation, congress today 
perfected an unpretentious program for the short session of 
the sixty-ninth congress, opening Monday. 


The high lights of the program 


Include: 
1—An effort to adopt, some sort 


of tax reduction to absorb all or j 
part of the expected $400,000,000 
treasury surplus. 
2—Consideration of any farm re- 


lief legislation upon -which the farm 
bloc desires action, a revival of the 
McNary Haugen 
prices stabiliza- 


tion measui-e—defeated at the last 
session. 
3—Attention to measures which 
have been pending: for years during 
the consideration of more important 
legislation, including action for dis- 
posal Of $270,000,000 of alien prop- 
erty, the 5100,000,000 rivers and har- 
blll, the bill increasing the salaries 
of federal judges and two treaties, 
one establishing, peace with Turkey 
and the other outlawing the use 
of poison gas in warfare. 
4—Swift action on government 


appropriation bills to prevent any 
possibility of a filibuster from in- 
surgents, who might attempt thus 
to force an $pxtra session of con- 
gress after 
4-he present congress 


adjourns March 4 
Three "Dry" Bills. 
There is one issue upon Which 


the leaders are not yet fully decided 
—prohibition. 
There are pending 
three bills to strengthen the gov- 
ernment's 
enforcement 
agencies, 
backed by drys and opposed by 
wets. 
The wet representative in 
the senate, by their opposition to 
the measures, prevented their con- 
sideration last session, and they 
say that if the measures are re- 
vived they will force debate and 
votes upon their wet bills to amend 
the Volstead act, legalize beer and 
wines and change the eighteenth 
amendment.

will accrue to the community. Buying at home, purchasing home 
products are simple rules. Yet these economic laws have worked 
when applied in other places as certainly as do all great prin- 
ciples. If "sold" at home- Nebraska hardly needs to worry about 
its standing abroad.

She protected and raised 
her children and some years later 
married James Clarke, a descend- 
ant of one of the fine old families 
that came over with Sir Charles 
Calvert, brother of Lord Baltimore.

Pierce signed the Kansas-Nebraska 
bill on May 30, 1854, he created a 
new territory and provided -for the 
judicial system of the territorial 
Nebraska in section nine of the 
bill. Within a few months the first 
terVltorlal couf t, - composed , of a 
chief justice, and -two associate 
justices, was organized. 


The territory "was • divided" into 


threcj Judicial districts, "and each 
district was presided over by one 
oC the Supreme court Judges, who 
lived in the district. The consti- 
tutions of 1866. the first state con- 
stitution, and of 1S75 also .provided 
for three judges, elected for six 
year terms: -For

years of Nebraska's statehood, the

began the practice of law becoming 
a prominent member of the bar. In 
186iT, he was nominated at 
tho 


democratic state 
convention, 
for 


chief justice and was tho only man 
elected on the democratic ticket. 
Owing to ill health -he returned to 
Illinois immediately after election, 
and died -* Clinton in May, '1SGT. 
before having- qualified for the of- 
fice.« 
O. P. Mason Name". 


Governor Butler appointed Oliver 
P. Mason of Nebraska City, a vig- 
orous and fearless lawyer, to fill 
the vacancy caused by Judg-e Lit- 
tle's death. Judge Mason was tlio 
first chief justice, and 
served on 


the bench for six years. He was a 
vigorous and fearless man in polit- 
ics and the law, who was one of the 
state's prominent •' pioneers. 
After 


retiring from the court, he became 
senior partner of the law firm 
of 
Mason and Whcdon, and continued 
the law practice until his death. 
George B. Lake, an early Omaha 


attorney who came to the state in 
1S57, 
was one of the able'judges 


of the first court. 
According to 
Harry C. Lindsay, clerk of the Su- 
preme court, Judge Lake's opinions 
are respected today for their dls- 
cernment and perception. Ho server! 
twice as chief justice between 18G7 
and 1884, and was twice re-electecl 
to the tribunal. 
He declined re- 


nomination ia.1883, and returned to 
.Omaha to engage in private prac- 
tice. 
Cobb Fills Vacancy. 


After serving as a member of the 
territorial legislatures, Daniel Gantt 
became a. member of tho Supreme 
Court in 1875. He served only a 
few months as 
chief justice, his 


death occurring in May, 1878. Mr. 
Lindsay has found that 
Amasa. 


Cobb Was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy caused by Judge 
Gantt's 


death, but that Samuel Maxwell be- 
came chief justice, because he had 
the shortest time to serve. 
Judge Maxwell was elected to tho 
Supreme court in 1872 and reelected 
to the position under the new con- 
stitution in 1875, when he drew the • 
six year term. He was a member 
of the constitutional convention of 
-1875. In all, he served twenty-one 
years, the longest term enjoyed by 
any member of the Supreme court. 
He served as 
chief juctico 
from 


1878-1882, from 1S86-18S8, and from 
1892-1894. 'Judge Maxwell 
wrote 
many articles on legal procedure, 
both criminal and. civil. He was 
later elected to. congress, and died 
shortly after completing-Mn term. 
Judge Cobb, who succeeded Judge 


Qantt on-the bench, was on the su- 
preme bench for fourteen years. He 
was a veteran, of the Mexican and 
the Civil wars. Before coming1 to 
Nebraska he had been a member of 
congress. The Flrst_National bank 
of Lincoln is a successor to a bank 
founded by. Judge Cobb, and.or 
which he was president. 


Reese As Chief. 
Judge Lake was succeeded .by. 


Judge" Manoah B. Reese- of Wahoo, 
who" served as .chief 
justice 
from 


188S 
to 18,90, and again from 190S 


to 1915. He was the first chief jus- 
tice to serve after the rotation sysr 
to mwas abolished. Before ascend- 
ing to the 
highest -..court, Judge 
Reese had served as district •judge 
and had been a member of the 1S75 
•constitutional convention. . He re- 
turned to the 
practice of law in 


Lincoln after'leaving the bench, and 
continued in the 
w.ork 
until his 


death about ten years ago. 


He was followed by Judg-e T. L. •"' 


Norval of Seward, who served two 
terms as chief justice. Judge Nor- 
val came to Seward in 1872, after 
having- visited Nebraska in .1869 and 
determining to make it his home. 
He -returned.to the University -of 
Michigan/where ho received his de- 
gree in 1871. After 'teaching1 a year,' 
he came west to Seward. He was 
.appointed, on ttie district bench in. 
1883 and re-elected two times.

Radio Club Has Investigator 


'Working At'Prob- - 


iem. 


Special Tests Of City Power 


Sources Planned 


Sunday. 


The Lincoln Radio club is now 


attempting to locate and eliminate 
radio Interference difficu't.es. In 
Lincoln and vicinity. Phil Barthol- 
omew has been engaged as detecting- 
technician and has complete charge 
of the detecting- equipment o-nned 
by the club. Mr. Bartholomew re- 
ports that the numerous complaints 
engage his attention during the ma- 
jor portion of every twenty-four 
hour period. 
As a result of the work being 


performed by the club, It has .been 
discovered that one major disturb- 
ance seems to be prevalent through- 
out the qity. 
Thla disturbance Is 
being thoroughly spread over cer- 
tain main light, power and com- 
munication lines, and to date has 
foiled every attempt made to locate 
Hi, source or origin. 
During the 
past week the trouble has been par- 
ticularly aggravating. 
The majority of radio receiver 


owners report the interference as a 
buzzing1 sound accompanied by in- 
termittent crashes of static charac- 
teristic. 
The disturbance can be 
located at almost any setting of the 
receiver dials'where a station Is re- 
ceived, but Is very intense at a 
point of approximately 240 meters 
adjacent to the point of reception 
of WBBM and WOK and can be 
tuned In after the fashion of a car-' 
rler wave. This di&turbance seems 
to appear at about noon each day 
and continues to -well past midnight. 


The various public service com- 


panies within the city have shown 
every desire to co-operate with the 
club in locating and eliminating any 
Interfe'rence traceable to their fa- 
cilities and are engaging their own 
employees and detecting devices in 
the task of tracing various sources 
of radio interference. 
A test of considerable Importance 
to the radio users of this vicinity 
is contemplated for Sunday, Decem- 
ber 5, at 1:30 p. m. Certain power 
sources within the city -Mil be com- 
pletely cut off for a peilod of ten 
minutes, provided the day is clear. 
Every radio user In the city is re- 
quested to test his set at that time 
In order to note -whether radio In- 
terference noises are lessened during 
th« time the certain power sources 
referred to are silent. 
Should the 
day be rainy or dark the test will 
of necesity be postponed. The Lki- 
cpln Radio club -will appreciate ad- 
vice from all persons making the 
test as to the results noted. Any 
advice should be addressed to the 
Lincoln Radio club, Lincoln, Neb 


Tho club suggests that particular 
attention be paid at the time of the 
test mentioned to the disturbance 
prevalent on the lower -wave lengths. 
Should the Sunday test fall to 
eliminate the radio difficulties, fur- 
ther tests will be announced and 
made from time to t:mo.

Points on Selecting Tube Sockets. 


Tube sockets should be made of 
the best of insulation matenals and 
the springs should be so construc- 
ted and of such material that prop- 
er contact will be maintained

all times with* the tube prongs. 


Keep The Work Bench Clean. 
When finishing one job of wiring 
or assembling a receiver, take time 
to thoroughly clean up the work 
bench and, If necessary, the work 
room too, before^ starting another 
job.

help this will be. 


Check the Lightning Arrester. 
Every so often, disconnect the 


lightning arrester and operate the 
receiver on the aerial without the 
lightning arrester attached there- 
to.

A Cleaner for Dirty Panels. 


Dirty -or greasy panels can be 


cleaned by rubbing lightly over the 
surface with a soft cloth dampened

The alcohol will evap- 
orate quickly without damaging tho 
set In any way, and will leave a 
high polish Never use water when 
cleaning panels or any part of the

Gla*s Insulators Bait For Winter. 


Use glass insulators to protect 
the aerial of the set against snow 
and sleet during the,winter. Glass 
Is Impervious to water and other 
weathering conditions, and it 
is 
this quality which gives it value 
on ship radio Installations. Tho use 
of glass as insulation reduces the 
leakage of radio energy, whereas 
other insulating materials 
might 
weaken under the effects of snow, 
sleet and continuous rains. 


"B" Batteries. 


There are four types of "B' bat- 
teries, small, medium, laige and ex- 
tra duty? The extra duty batteries 
are designed for sets having five or 
more tubes. yThe large size of "B" 
batteries will do for three or four- 
tube sets and are generally used on 
the five-tuba sets. 
The medium 
sized battery should be used on one, 
two and three-tube sets, and com- 
pact one-tube sets 


Battery Logic. 
^ever connect an old and a new 


dry cell battery in parallel; this will 
harm the new one and will do the 
old one no good. But little If any 
harm results from connecting an 
old and a new cell In series?-In a 
parallel connection. "Positive" Is 
connected to positive, and "nega- 
tive" to negative. In a series con- 
nection, negative is connected to 
positive and the other negative and 
positive terminals are connected tt> 
the set. 


'Useful Wiring Hint. 
In wiring a receiver, remember 
that, with very few exceptions, all 
screws

Therefore, in making a loop in the 
end of a wire which is to be placed 
on a binding post or screw, bend 
the loop in a clock-wise direction 
so that, when the nut or bur is 
tightened, the wire will not be twis- 
ted out-from under the nut.

As has been pointed out on a num- 
ber of occasions, this is the season of year when au- 
tomobile driving is most dangerous.

careful the driver may be, his view of the approach- 


, ing traffic is cut off to a cert? in extent. The streets 


for a portion of the time have been and will be icy 
and slippery. 
People are 
inclined to drive 
more 


rapidly when It Is cold and unpleasant out of doors 
than when the weather is mellow and inviting-. It is 
not surprising there have been more accidents re- 
cently—a survey of the records will show that this 
condition has always prevailed since the motor car 
came into very general use. 


More automobiles are being operated in Lincoln 


than In any previous year. 


Proportionately the number of accidents is less 


than in other jears. 


Mr. Cowgill Is interpreting the public mind incor- 


rectly if he believes it shares in his criticism of the 
stop button and arterial highway system which has 
been inaugurated. It .has \\orked most satisfactorily. 
It has tended, until recently, to very materially re- 
duce the number of fatalities due to automobile traf- 
fic. 
It has relieved congestion, and made the streets 


safer for both automobile driver and pedestrian. Most 
of the accidents which have taken place in recent 
weeks have no bearing on the arterial system ques- 
tion. Few of them i ccurred on arterial 
highways. 


They were due to recklessness in some instances; to 
unforeseen factors in ethers which made them un- 
avoidable.

Mr. Duncan has re-opened the entire question of 


traffic regulation through his demand for more rigid 
law enforcement, with a suggestion that a vigilance 
committee be appointed to aid city police. 
•: His, suggestion will not be token seriously insofar 
as It relates to delegating police powers to private 
^citizens. The danger* of abuse are far greater than 
any possible good which can come from it. Any c'ti- 
zen today possesses .ill the authority which he or she 
needs to aid in law enforcement against speeders and 
reckless drivers. What the police need in their ef- 
forts to suppress traffic violations are citizens will- 


ving to file complaints and to appear and testify. To 


garb private Individuals • ith authority to stop mo- 
torists and haul them into police court would be to 
open the door to a thousand abuses. 


It may be that arterial highways have had the 


tendency to Invite faster driving-. 


The vast majority of those who operate automobiles 


in Lincoln however, drive slowl- enough to conform 
in a general measure to the speed regulations^. Most 
automobile owners do not, as has b en stated, .fla- 
grantly violate the ordinances against fast driving. 
It is a minority which does the fast driving and pays 
little heed to the safety of others. It is comprised 
of people who are 'irresponsible and little short of 
criminal in their utter disregard of the injury -which 
they may inflict upon others. 


Lincoln is not in need of any more traffic regula- 


tion. It has a system well-adapted to its needs at 
this time. It needs more Intelligent driving. The au- 
tomobile driver who holds up traffic dn an arterial 
highway while he pokes his way across it at a speed 
of eight miles an hour is as frreat an aggravation as 
the man who speeds recklessly across it is a positive 
menace. Conditions should govern the careful, pru- 
dent driver. There are hours of the day when con- 
gestion make it advisable to proceed most cautiously 
and carefully. There are times when an automobillst 
Is warranted in driving more rapidly. If people will 
only keep in mind the safety and welfare of others 
there will be greater safet" on the strcts.

I *v<» all wild things, however, 
weeds must be kept in their proper'places: they must 
be controlled or they will exterminate. For the pur- 
poses mentioned they are doubtless of inestimable 
valu, just as are certain domestic animals—the hog 
for instance. It is all right in its place, b'ut that 
place is not a field of growing corn. 


THE BUSINESS WOMAN'S BUDGET. 


An organization in New York, the Association to 


Promote Proper Housing for Girls, has discovered af- 
ter careful investigation there that it takes half of 
the income of the young woman in business to pro- 
vide her food and pay her rent. 
. 


A questionnaire sent out to several hundred work- 


ers revealed a weekly income ranging from $12 to 
$68. 
The average was $27. The figures are signifi- 


cant because they indicate tte average business wo- 
man in New York, after paying for her board and 
room, has nearly ?700 a year left as available for car 
fare, recreation, charity, self-education, clothes and 
savings. Although definite figures were not obtain- 
able, it is estimated her clothes c'\ for an outlay of 
$500 a year. That leaves but iitt'e for other pur- 
poses. 


The figures aie enlightening in another respect/ 
They reveal the. average business woman in New- 


York spends $9 a week for food, in contradiction to 
a general belief that she starves herself in order to 
put clothes upon her back. As a matter of fact, her 
expenditures for food and those for clothes just about 
balance. 
She spends just about the same amount 


which the average young man and young woman in 
college require for food. 


The figures furnish eloquent evidence of the high 


standard of American living in comparison to Euro- 
pean and Asiatic countries. 
The young woman in 


business in New York rity is on the average receiv- 
ing more than the head of a family in Europe, with 
a wife and several children to support. 
In fact the 


same parallel has been drawn here at home but 
more recently great industrial institutions, including 
several of the railroads, have indicated their inten- 
tion of giving the heads of families preference in the 
matter of employment and in compensation. 
At least 


the American girl has reason to be thankful she is 
an American, and that her standard of living is high- 
er than that of any of her cousins across the water.

THE HALL-MILLS CASE ENDS. 


The Hall-'Mills case Is no nearer 
solution today 


than It was four'years ago when discovery of the 
bodies of the amorous clergyman and his pretty choir 
singer startled a nation. 


The jury which heard the case brought in a verdict, 


finding Hall's widow and her two brothers innocent of 
the crime'with which they were charged. 


The whole proceeding has been a~ costly fling for 


the community where the murders ^occurred and its 
benefits are questionable. Those who stood back of 
the prosecution and insisted that Mrs. Hall and her 
brothers be brought to trial on the charge of murdsr 
had a powerful lever in American devotion to justice. 
AVe have prided ourselves in this country that no 
crime shall bo committed withouting- making those 
responsible for it answer for their lawless acts. There 
couid be no other rule without giving rise to the most 
shameful abuses. 


And yet there are cases, where, in the absence of 


definite and convincing evidence, it would have been 
far better for the public if nothing had been done 
The Hall-Mills case was one of them. The state did 
establish a strong circumstantial case. It is diffi- 
cult to imagine, where, lacking witnesses to the act- 
ual slaying, the nearest approach to this being the 
testimony of the pig woman, Mrs. Gibson, it would 
have been possible to have made a stronger show- 
ing than Special Prosecutor Simpson made. And yet 
lacking positive proof, no jury could be expected to 
hold Mrs. Hall for a crime which she specifically de- 
nied in the face of a stinging cross-examination. Mrs. 
Hall and her brothers faced the fire and could not be 
shaken. They were entitled to acquital on the face 
of their own testimony.

First Bureau Established. 


Other

This happened in 1909. On April 


2, Dr. Burnside Foster, in a paper 
read to The Association of Life In- 
surance Presidents in New York 
outlining plans for the health edu- 
cation of policyholders in which he 
urged periodic health examinations 
every five years.

that Dr. Foster's suggestion was 
received in cold silence by every- 
hodv but Dr. Fisk. He went to Mr. 
E. E. Rittenhouse, president of his 
company.

Valentine In 1S98, and was elected 
county attorney in the fall. 
After 


serving two terms, he formed a 
partnership with Judge F. M. Wal- 
cott, and as a member of the firm 
of Walcott and Morrissey he prac- 
ticed law until the fall of 1911 when 
he 
came 
to 
Lincoln. Here he 


formed a partnership with Frank 
M. Tyrell. In January, 1915, while 
holding the office of deputy at- 
torney 
general, Judge 
Morrissey 


was appointed to the supreme court. 
In 1916, he was elected to fill the 
unexpired term, and in 1920 was re- 
elected by a large majority.
